In the wide range of our extensive Republic, it 
might be supposed that objects sufficiently numer- 
ous would be suggested to occupy the editorial co 
lumas ofa weekly journal, without resort to men 
and things of other nations—but as it ia a compact 
between ourselves and our readers, that party poli- 
tics shall not be found in our paper, and as a ean- 
vas of the character and public services of men of 
our own country and times, would involve party 
discussions, we shall stand excused, toleave these 
sub, cts to professed politicians, and undertaking 
that which comes more within the scope of our 
own sheet 

The admiration which has followed the bravery 
and «listinguished conduct of the Liberator of South 
America, Simon Bolivar, has esrned for him a 
tile superior to all those with which the different 
republies immediately indebted to him, have ever 
heen capable of conferring, we mean that of ‘the 
Washington of South America.” Awl when the 
state of chat country is considered, the character 
of its citizens, and the power exercised over their 
minds by influential priests, we shall not be surpri- 
sed that gratitude has found so high a title for a 
benefactor, nov think the praise indeed wholly hy- 
perbolical. 

But of such a peculiar character is public senti- 
ment, so strongly biased by personal interest, or 
particular plans, and most of all by narvow capaci- 
ties, entirely below the movements of those whose 
views comprehend extenuve movements, together 


ec are i tent with each other—they 
felt the strong hand of arbitrary power, and henee 
concluded that every restraint was slavery; they 
possessed] no means for discriminating, and conse- 
quently could not know the number of natural 
rights it was necessary to give up, in order to se- 
cure a permanent enjayment of others. ‘They 
were oppressed in all their mensures by «a pricat- 
hood, proverdially tefluential, and it was aot strange 
that in liberating themselves from this connexion 





with the ministers of religion, they should acquire 
a distaste for religion iteclt ; hence moral restraints 
were essentially weakened, and the cause they had 
alopted proportionably jeopanted; nevertheless, 
they suceeded in dispossessing their enemy, and 
m rendering themsc!ves masters of their own soil, 
the least difficult task in. a revolution —that achiev 

ed, they were unprepared to govern themselves | 
they were without wholesome precedents, and had 
wever, as we had, enjoyed the alvantages of enlu- 
tary laws, faithfully and impartially administered ; 
they were then in anarchy—solliers without pay, 
and civilians without laws, aod all unprepared for 
the salutary influences of power, and unused to a 
voluntary submission to privations and want-—what- 
ever form of government they might resolve to 
adopt, time was necessary to its establishment, and 
power was required in the interim. He then who 
had by the universal volce been hailed the Libera 

for of his country, could searcely fail of being look- 
ed to asits temporary dictator. Aud while he hehi 
a trust eo dangerously delegated, he challenged the 
world to wateh his exercive of it, and resigned it at 
the earliest moment, with a caution to the people, 
not to trust dim or any man with too much power 
—yet ese unfortunate has beeu Bolivar, that whe 

ther accepting or resigning, his motives have been 
impeached, and his actions aspersed—the workd hae 
asked him to retire, like Cincinnatus to his plough, 
or Washington to Mount Vernon—because that 
world possessed no means of discerning the ex 

tent of internal struggles, or the quality of the ma 
terials of which the politios! architect was to con- 
struct his edifice: —That Bolivar has more than any 
man been instrumental ia freeing Upper and Low- 
er Peru, Grenada and Venezuela, from the Spanish 
yoke, and thus ministering to the general cause of | 
liberty, no one denies, his cnemies acknowledge it, | 
and hence draw a conchision, that he is about to 
ask aretarn, that will lessen the weight of obliga 
selfish 


But 40 our opinion, sacrifices and successes like | 


tion and shew his bravery merecnary aud 
those of Bolivar should earn a better fune, and it 
is unbecoming the friends of liberty to listen with 
avility to slanders against aman who has done all 
that man coukl do for the good of others—the 
disappointed of his own country, the jealous and 
the bad, will not fail to blacken his character ; but 
weare hable to be deecived in the means of judy 
ing of the motives and conduct of Bolivar, by the
